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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -4 are pending in this application. 

Specification

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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4. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. Specifically, claim 3 lacks any structure to define the "recording device". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ishida et al. (US 
5,729,525; hereafter Ishida). 

Regarding claim 1 : 

Ishida discloses a method of recording information on a recordable multi-layer record 
carrier, said record carrier comprising a first information layer and a second information layer for 
storing information (see Fig. 5A; layer 74 and 76 corresponds to first and second information 
layer, respectively), wherein the information is recorded such that an area containing information 
on the first information layer and an area containing information on the second information layer 
are of substantial equal size and such that both area's are superjacent (see Fig. 5B; in the first 
information layer, data are recorded from position 6 to position 10, and in the second information 
layer, data are recorded from position 1 1 to position 80). 

Regarding claim 2: 

Ishida discloses the method according to claim 1, wherein at least one area comprises a 
sub-area comprising dummy data, said sub-area having a size significantly smaller that the size 
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of the area (see Fig. 5B 5 area between position 15 and position 80 corresponds to a sub-area, and 
reference number 79 corresponds to dummy data). 
Regarding claim 3: 

Ishida discloses the method according to claim 1, wherein the information to be recorded 
is evenly distributed over all layers of the multi-layer record carrier (see Fig. 5B). 
Regarding claim 4: 

Ishida discloses a recording device for recording information on a recordable multi-layer 
record carrier, wherein said device is operative for executing a method according to claim 1 (see 
col. 10, lines 26-31; it is inherent that Ishida discloses a recording device that performs the 
recording). 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Ito et al. (US 7,184,377) is cited, because Ito et al. disclose an recording method for 
recording information onto multi-layered optical recording medium, wherein the medium 
includes a middle-zone region.
